F  ALL  VIRTUES*  there  is  none* 
g  tho’  much  difcourfed  of*  fo  little 

praftifed  among  us*  as  what  may 
truly  be  call’d  Public  Spirit .  At 
lead*  Appearances  of  that  Kind  are  very  un¬ 
certain*  and  difproportioned ;  being*  on  iome 
Accounts  incomparably  lefs*  than  upon  others 
ol  a  very  inferior  Confideration. 

To  indance  in  what  is  intended  to  be  the 
Subject  of  the  following  Pages*  viz*  The 
Cafe  of  the  Dijlemper  fill  raging  among  the 
CATTLE  in  many  Parts  of  this  Kingdom 
It  has  been  ftyled  by  Authority*  A  fore  Vi* 
fetation ;  is  a  momentous  A  dair  :  A  very  ge¬ 
neral  Concern ;  yet*  aimed  generally  ne- 

A  3  gle£led 
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glefted.  The  Candidates  for  Fame  and 
Promotion,  having  nothing  to  graft  thereon, 
faltidioufly  overlook  it :  While  other  G — tie 
—— n,  of  large  Eftates  in  Land,  either  fully 
employed  in  prefer ving  and  purfuing  the 
C?— -e  :  Or,  thro’  mere  Indolence,  remit  all 
Care  of  this  Matter  to  their  Tenants ;  who 
leave  it  to  Chance ,  or  Fate ;  perfwading  them- 
ielves,  many  of  them,  that  it  is  what  pleafes 
God ;  whole  Will  they  neither  can,  nor  ought 
to  refill. 


And  fo  far  thefe  lad  are  in  the  right,  that 
whatever  befalls  either  Man  or  Beall,  is  not 
without  the  divine  Permiffion .  Yet  is  not  this 
commonly  held  to  be  a  fufficient  Argument 
againll  the  Study  and  Praftice  of  Phyjic>  or  of 
other  humane  Means  of  Prevention  or  Deli¬ 
verance  from  natural  Evil  of  any  Kind.  And 
as  all  Evil,  when  felt,  has  fome  Influence  on 
the  Mind  of  Man  ;  fo  a  fhort  Eflay  concern¬ 
ing  the  prefent  one,  which  has  been  very  fe- 
verely  felt  already,  and  is  likely  to  be  yet 
more  fo,  will,  it  is  prefumed,  be  received 
with  that  Candour  which  is  due  to  a  good  In¬ 
tention,  about  a  Matter  of  Importance  \  which 
Intention,  it  is  further  hoped,  will  be  fome 

"  "  '  Ex- 
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Excufe,  not  only  for  all  Slips  of  the  Pen 
through  Hafte;  but  alfo,  for  ftill  greater 
Befe&s,  owing  to  the  natural  Imperfection# 
of  the  Author  himfelf.  Of  thefe,  tho’  he  is 
no  Way  infenfible,  yet,  his  Zeal  will  not 
fuffer  him  to  prefer  Coniiderations  of  Credit 
to  thofe  of  his  Country;  or,  however  une¬ 
qual  to  the  Undertaking,,  to  remain,  like  too 
many  others,  an  idle,  unconcerned  Speftator 
of  (what  is  fo  grievous  to  behold  and  think 
upon)  the  Kingdom  bleeding  inwardly,  if 
not  in  a  Kind  of  galloping  Confumption.  As 
either  of  which  Maladies,  in  the  human  Bo¬ 
dy,  does  require  a  fkilful  and  a  fpeedy  Ap¬ 
plication;  fo,  by  Parity  of  Reafon,  this  ter¬ 
rible  Calamity  of  the  Cattle  calls  for  the  Af- 

fiftance  of  P - 1,  that  moil  able  Phy- 

fician  in  ordinary  to  the  Body  Politic  of  this 
Jfland . 

Not  that  the  P - --t,  in  their  L - 1 

* — ve  Capacity,  have  been  unmindful  of  this 
Affair ;  on  the  contrary,  they  took  an  early 
Step,  and,  feemingjy,  the  moft  prudent  Me¬ 
thod  that  was  poffible,  in  empowering,  by 

an  A£t  for  that  Purpofe,  his  M - y,  with 

the  Advice  of  his  P— — y  C . 1,  to  make 


C«J 

fuch  Orders  from  Time  to  Time,  in  Refer¬ 
ence  to  this  Diftemper,  as  He,  in  his  Wif- 
dom  fhould  fee  fit.  His  M - y  according¬ 

ly,  no  lefs  wifely  and  gracioufly,  after  Con- 
fultation  had  with  the  moft  able  and  experi¬ 
enced  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  did  publifii 
an  Order,  containing  certain  Rules  and  Di- 
re£tions  to  be  obferved  in  this  Cafe,. 

But,  unfortunately,  as  it  has  proved,  the 
executive  Part  was  left  in  a  great  Mealure  to 
thofe  who  were  both  Parties  and  judges;  the 
Objefts,  as  well  as  Adminiftrators  of  thole 
Rules.  This  was,  not  only  in  the  Nature  of 
the  Thing  unavoidable,  but,  what  one  might 
have  imagined  to  be  an  advantageous  Circum- 
ftance  ;  and  that  Perfons  entrufted  with  the 
Means  of  their  own  Safety,  in  a  Time  of  im¬ 
minent  Danger,  would  not  have  been  want¬ 
ing  in  the  Application  of  them.  Yet,  as  the 
bell  Inftitutions  may  be  abufed  and  perverted 
to  aim  oft  oppofite  Ends,  fo  it  happened  in 

this;  for  the  G - m — n,  C — m - rs, 

&c.  taking  this  Matter  by  the  wrong  Handle  ; 
hence  it  came  to  pafs,  that  thro’ a  falfe  Com- 
plaifance  and  Pity  to  themfelves  and  Neigh¬ 
bours,  the  main  Part  of  this  firft  Order  was 

almoft 
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almoft  wholly  eluded,  and  fome  others  inter- 
preted  in  the  moll  abfurd  Manner;  fo  that 
the  Means*  by  which  chiefly*  the  Contagion 
might  probably  have  been  flopped  and  extin* 
guilhed*  were  not  only  greatly  neglefted* 
but  the  Bounty  affigned  by  his  M— — —~*»y 
for  the  Ufe  of  thofe  Means*  as  the  foie  Con¬ 
dition  of  it*  was  equally*  in  many  Places*  ob¬ 
tained*  as  if  the  fame  had  been  exafldy  and 
honeftly  performed.  If  this  happened*  not 
without  the  Connivance  and  Aid  of  fome  who 
have  been  called  Patriots  *  they  thereby 
put  the  Government  to  an  unjuft  and  fruitlels 
Expence  ;  and  in  fo  doing*  were  plainly  3n- 
ftrumental  in  (what  they  have  often  laid  to 
the  Charge  of  others)  fleecing  the  Public . 

His  M— —  y*  who  could  not  long  be  un¬ 
apprized  of  thefe  collufive  Pra&ices*  made  it 
the  Care  of  every  fubfequent  Order*  to  pre¬ 
vent*  as  much  as  in  him  lay*  the  like  for  the 
future;  at  the  fame  Time  endeavouring*  as 
far  as  the  Nature  of  Things  would  admit*  to 
remove  every  Inconvenience  juftly  complain¬ 
ed  of*  and  duly  reprefented  to  him. 

It  was  fome  Time  before  a  Stop  could  be 
gut  to  thofe  finifter  Evafloos,  by  which*  a 

Perfo  n 
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Perfon  killing  a  Beaft  fuffered  to  languifh  un¬ 
der  this  Diftemper  till  ready  to  expire*  ob¬ 
tained  the  Bounty  defigned  for  thofe  only  who 
fhould  kill  and  bury  their  Cattle*  as  foon  as 
poffib!e>  after  their  being  feized  with  it. 

But  when  this  Difficulty  was  got  over* 
tbo’  the  Bounty  of  ten  Shillings  for  burying 
in  the  Hides  flafhed*  &c,  was  not*  by  the 

Words  or  Intention  of  his  M - y*  given* 

except  in  the  Cafe  of  thole  which  happened  to 
die*  e .  as  (in  all  reafonable  Conftructi-4 
on)  were  either  found  dead  before  they  were 
known  to  be  diftempered*  or  elfe*  died  while 
the  Owners  were  preparing  to  do  it*  and  be¬ 
fore  they  could  poffibly  execute  the  Orders 
for  killing  and  burying  them.  Yet  lo  fruit¬ 
ful  was  Fraud*  and  lo  ftrong  the  Propenfity 
to  Mifconftruftion  in  thofe  who  wereentruft- 
ed  to  make  the  proper  Inquiry*,  and  give  the 
necelfary  Certificates,  that  in  many  Places 
they  were  currently  granted  without  Diftinc- 
tion*  for  all  Cattle  that  died  of  the  Diftemper* 
and  were  buried  with  the  Hides  flafh’d*  &c. 

At  Length*  his  M - *y  being  aware  of 

ihis  like  wile*  and  deuring  to  obviate  the  In- 

conve- 
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convenience  that  enfued  from  it ;  it  was  Of* 
deredj  That  no  Perfon  fhould  be  entitled  to 
any  Part  of  the  Bounty^  but  upon  Certificate 

from  two  J— - es  of  the  P — e  or  C- — m--* 

— rs  of  the  L — d  T—x ;  that  after  due  Exa* 
mination  upon  Oath*  it  had  appeared  to  them* 
that  the  Sufferer  had  in  all  Things  conformed 
hlmfelf  to  the  Rules  and  Direftions  of  ALE 
the  Orders  of  his  M- - y  in  C - -1.

**  tisfied  that  the  faid 

*c  hath  in  ALL  Things  conformed  himfelf 

<c  to  the  Rules  and  Direftions  of  ALL  the 
<c  Orders  of  his  M . y  in  C - 1,  WE  do 

hereby  certify  &c. 

Now,  it  being  certain,  that  one  of  his 
M— -y  5s  Orders  was  to  kill  the  Cattle  as  foon  as 
perceived  to  be  diftempered  \  and  equally  fo, 
that  no  fuch  Praftice  did  obtain,  where  this 
particular  Certificate  and  Numbers  befides, 
of  the  fame  Purport,  were  figned  r  Had  the 
Sufferers  really  fwore  to  the  Contents  of  the 
faid  Certificates,  they  had  been  guilty  of  the 
moft  flagrant  Perjury.  But  they  averring  that 
they  never  fo  much  as  pretended  to  do  it. 
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and  that  the  contrary  was  notorious  to  thefe 

j - ces  anc|  q - m - rs :  Hence  it 

follows - - - — - - - — — 

The  Money  indeed  was  paid  upon  thefe 
Certificates;,  altho’  the  Falfity  of  them  was  too 
glaring,  not  to  deteft  themfelves ;  there  be¬ 
ing,  for  one  that  was  killed  under  the  Diftem- 
per,  Certificates  of  perhaps  one  Hundred  at 
the  leaft  that  had  died  of  it* 

Neverthelefs  j  and  tho5  it  was  a  Cafe  of 
Compaffion  j  yet  bccaufe  this  did  not  anfwer 

the  chief  End  of  his  M . y’s  Orders ;  which 

was,  to  put  a  Stop  to,  and,  if  poffible,  to 
extinguifh  this  Diftemper  (the  Bounty  by  way 
of  Relief  to  the  Sufferers  being  but  a  iecon- 
dary  Intention.)  Therefore  his  M— — y’s  laft 
Order  put  this  Matter  beyond  all  Poffibili- 
ty  of  Doubt  or  Deception,  by  confining  his 
Bounty  to  thole  only,  who  Ihould  comply 
with  that  principal  Part  of  all  his  Orders,  in 
hilling ,  &c.  within  the  Time  limited. 

And,  to  the  End,  that  this  wholfome  Or¬ 
dinance  might  be  effectually  executed  j  it  was 

committed  to  the  J . ces  of  the  P— — ce  in 

B  2  their 
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their  G— r — 1  Q.- — r — er  S - f- — ns  and 

A-— j — nts  j  who  being  under  an  0-  — th  of 
O— f~ ce,  it  was  conceived,  would  not  vio¬ 
late  the  fame ;  nor  think  of  taking  to  them- 
felves  a  difpenjing  Power . 

But  Experience  hath  fhewn,  that  the  wife 

and  good  Intentions,  herein,  of  his  M . y 

were  again  fruftrated  ;  for  that  thefe  G~m~  n 
failed  of  their  Duty,  in  the  firft  Inftance. 
This  in  the  Eyes  of  the  People,  was  putting 
an  abfolute  Negative  upon  his  M—ys  Orders* 
Waving  all  unneceffary  Refle&ions  on  which 
Procedure  ; 

Oxe  Confequence  of  their  Relaxing  in  fome 
Refpe&s,  has  been,  a  pretty  general  Negleft 
and  Contempt  of  every  other  Rule  j  even  to 
that  of  flafhing  the  Hides,  and  burying.  For 
not  only  Numbers  of  diftempered  Cattle  have 
been  flripped  of  their  Hides,  when  dead,  but 
the  Carcafes  them felves  ill  buried  ;  and  fomcy 
ycis  faid,  thrown  into  Rivers.  Nor  could  the 
J— cesofthe  P— ce,  from  a  Confcioufnefs  of 
their  own  Neglects,  with  any  good  Grace, 
punifh  thefe,  and  the  like  enormous  Tranf- 
greflions. 


Another 
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Another  Confequence  is,  that  whereas,  be¬ 
fore  his  M— ■ -y5s  laft  Order  of  C — 1,  tho’  he 
had  not  been  able  to  compals  a  due  Obedience 
to  his  Orders :  Yet  the  Bounty  being  fo  ge¬ 
nerally  obtained  (as  has  been  obferved)  for  bu¬ 
rying  in  the  Hides.  He  was  thereby  tolerably 
well  advifed,  from  Time  to  Time,  of  the 
State  of  the  Kingdom,  in  Refpe£t  of  the 
Diftemper  ;  of  the  Parts  thereof  infefted 
with ;  and  of  the  Numbers  loft  by  it. 

But  fince  the  total  Defection  above-menti¬ 
oned,  on  the  Part  of  the  M-—  g — tes ;  *  fince 
few  diftempered  Cattle  have  been  killed  ;  and 
no  Bounty  has  been  paid  for  thofe  buried, 
which  have  died  :  His  M — y  and  C — 1  are 
much  in  the  Dark,  as  to  this  Matter,  except 
from  common  Fame,  and  accidental  Informa¬ 
tions.  And  both  the  M— g — tes  and  People, 
almoft  every  where,  for  their  feveral  Reafons, 
are  willing  to  make  the  leaft  of  it  ;  by  which 
the  Cafe  of  the  Kingdom  in  general  is

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not  rendered  one  Jot  the  better  ;  but  by 
much  the  worfe  :  For  after  all  Concealments, 
it  is  no  Secret,  that  this  Diftemper  rages  ftill 
in  feveral  Places  ;  and  is  in  almoft  no  Coun¬ 
ty,  or  Part  of  a  County,  where  it  has  once 
been,  totally  extinguifhed ;  but,  like  negleft- 
ed  Embers,  frequently  rekindling,  and  flam¬ 
ing  out  afrefb. 

THIS  then,  is  what  demands  a  very  fe- 
rious,  if  not  inJiantC onfideration. 

And  the  firft  Thing  obfervable  about  it, 
methinks,  is,  That  the  Diftemper  is.  ftyled 
Contagious.  From  which  and  the  moft  com¬ 
mon  Way  of  accounting  for  its  being  in 
one  Herd,  and  another ,  is  to  be  believed,  that 
it  is  realy  'contagious,  and  onlyfo:  i.  e.  lia¬ 
ble  to  be  communicated  from  the  Sick  to  the 
Sound,  either  immediately,  by  their  near  Ap¬ 
proach  and  mutual  Intercourfe  ;  or  mediately, 
by  the  Intervention  of  fome  other  Body  capa¬ 
ble  of  conveying  the  Infection  ;  whether  that 
confifts  of  Animalcules ,  and  their  Eggs  or 
Seed  ;  or  in  other  infeftious  Matter  fitted  to  in- 
finuate  itfelf  into  the  Blood  and  Juices  of  this 
Species  of  Animals  only  j  and,  thereby  to 
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generate  or  fpread*  and  fo  increafe  greatly 
its  Quantity*  of  which  kind  foever  it  be. 

That  fomething  like  this  is  the  Cafe*  may 
be  pre fumed  from  hence*  that  No-body  fpeaks 
of  this  Diftemper*  in  a  Way*  as  if  the  In¬ 
fection  was  probably  in  the  Food  of  thefe  A- 
nimals*  or  in  the  Air.-— —  On  the  contrary* 
Ferfons  are  generally  able  to  account  Plan- 
fibly  for  its  being  in  this>  or  that  Place*  a- 
greeable  to  the  common  Notions  of  Contagi¬ 
on.  A  nd  being,  for  the  molt  Part*  able  to 
do  this  *  it  is  to  be  concluded*  that  in  the 
other  few  Inftances  comparatively*  which 
have  occurred*  the  Diftemper  has  been  deriv¬ 
ed  from  iimilar  Caufes*  tho3  not  equally 
known. 

This  being  the  Cafe  ;  to  kill  a  Beaft*  in 
the  Manner  directed*  as  foon  as  found  to  be 
Diftempered*  is  to  prevent  a  great  Increafe 
of  the  InfeClion ;  and  to  bury  fuch  Beaft*  with 
the  Hide*  Horns*  &c.  is  to  render  fo  much 
infectious  Matter  as  that  Beaft  contains*  inca¬ 
pable  (we  may  fuppofe)  of  doing  further 
Damage. 


That 
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That  the  latter  Suppofition  is  true,  feems 
to  be  allowed  on  all  Hands.  And,  that  *  by 
timely  hilling  a  deiftempered  Be  oft ,  a  great 
Increafe  of  the  Infection  is  prevented,  may 
be  prefumed  from  the  noifome  Stench ,  which 
is  faid  to  attend  thefe  Creatures  in  the  laft  Sta¬ 
ges  of  this  Diftemper.  While  in  the  beginn¬ 
ing  of  it  ,  as  of  the  Small-pox ,  there  is  Room 
to  think  that  it  is  not  equally,  if  at  all  In¬ 
fectious  ;  the  poifonous  or  mieCtious  Matter 
having  not,  till  fome  certain  Period,  acquired 
a  Degree  of  Maturation,  fufficient  to  propa¬ 
gate  itfelf. 

And,  if  fo,  of  what  immenfe  Ufe  it  might 

be,  topurfue  exactly  his  M - ys  Orders,  in 

that  Particular,  is  eafy  to  imagine;  and  that 
by  the  Bleffing  of  God,  in  Conjunction  with 
this  and  other  falutary  Rules  prefcribed,  the 
Diftemper  itfelf  might  loon  be  totally  exter¬ 
minated.  For  if  the  Matter  of  this  Infecti¬ 
on  {And  all  Infettion  is  faid  to  he  Matter ) 
does  only  generate  or  increafe  in  this  one 
Species  of  Animals.  And  if  no  one  of  them 

is  fuffered  above  Ground,  folong,  as  while 

* 

the  lame  is  arrived  to  its  Crifis,  the  Stock 
or  Quantity  of  fuch  InfeCtion  muft  wafte  by 

Degrees, 
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Degrees ;  and  In  all  Probability,  would  ei¬ 
ther  foon  be  exhaufted,  or  lofe  its  Power.

On  the  other  Hand,  tho’  every  Rule  of 

his  M— - — y5s  Orders,  except  that  of  killing 
&c.  fhould  be  punftually  obferved,  5tis  diffi" 
cult  to  conceive  any  probable  End  of  this  Dif- 
temper,  altho’  its  Progrefs  might  be  Tome- 
what  retarded.  But  retarding;  its  Progrefs  on- 
ly,  is,  in  home  Refpefts,  but  prolonging  the 
Miferies  of  it.  It  is,  like  tampering  with 
Medicines  that  may  abate  a  Malady ,  but  can¬ 
not  accompli fh  a  Cure  ;  for  the  Sake  of  avoid¬ 
ing  one  fhort,  but  painful  Operation  ;  which 
neverthelefs,  or  Deaths  muft  loon  be  iubmitt- 
ed  to. 


It  is,  with  great  Reafon,  looked  upon,  as 
a  very  uleful  Expedient  j  To  prevent  all  un¬ 
due  Removals  of  Cattle  from  one  Place  to  an¬ 
other.  And  tho’,  next  to  that  other,  of  kill* 
trig  &c.  immediately  the  diftempered,  this  is 
the  moll  likely  ;  and  ought,  as  far  as  poffible-, 
to  go  along  and  cooperate  with  it ;  yet,  alone, 
it  is  by  no  Means  fufficient  for  the  Furpofe 
wanted. 


And„ 
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,  And,  confidering  the  great  Increafe  of 
Infection  that  mu  ft  follow  from  not  kill¬ 
ing,  timely,  the  Diftempered,  whether  the 
fame  fhall  die  or  recover  ;  and  (where  thofe 
that  do  die,  are  properly  buried)  that  the  In- 
feftion  is  probably  greateft  from  thofe  that  do 
recover.  The  Argument  againft  killing ,  on 
Account  of  the  Numbers  comparatively, 
which  do  fometimes  furvive  the  Diftemper, 
is  of  very  little  Force.  It  will  rarely  hold, 
even  for  particular  Perfons ;  and  can  never  be 
efteemed  good  in  the  general. 

For,  what  tho’  a  particular  Perfon  recover 
the  one  Half  of  his  Cattle  (which  is  a  very 
great  Share)  yet  (befides  the  Probability,  that 
he  might,  by  timely  killing  &c.  have  pre¬ 
vented  the  Diftemper  in  more  than  Half)  If 
;by  not  obferving  this  principal  Rule,  he 
is  acceftary  to  the  DeftruTion  of  Half  his 
Neighbour’s  Cattle ;  fuch  Neighbour  is  great¬ 
ly  injured  thro’  his  Obftinacy.  The  Argu¬ 
ment  is  the  fame,  between  any  one  Parifh, 
or  larger  DiftriT,  and  another.  Thus  in 
Fadl,  through  Negleft  of  his  M . y’s  Or¬ 

ders,  the  Contagion  has  been  fo  far  undulat¬ 
ed,  as  by  woful  Experience  is  feen ;  and 

that. 
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that,  humanly  fpeaking,  without  any  Prof” 
peft  of  its  ceafing,  under  a  Continuance  of 
the  like  Neglefl.  v 

i r  ' 

But  were  his  M — -ys  Orders,  even  now, 
univerfally  obeyed ;  for  every  one  Beaft  kill - 
edy  in  Confequence  thereof;  the  Diftemper, 
not  improbably,  might  be  prevented  in  more 
than  one  Hundred .  And  if  it  Ihould  be  faid, 
that  it  might  have  been  prevented  in  one  Thou- 
J and ,  or  a  larger  Number,  for  every  Beaft  fo 
killed ,  it  feems  not  at  all  improbable. 

His  M- . y  therefore,  and  the  P- . t, 

as  the  common  Arbiters  in  this  Cafe,  confult- 
ed  evidently  the  Good  of  the  People,  not 
only  in  general,  but  in  particular.  And  if 
fome  M — b---rs,  in  another  Capacity,  or  in 
their  own  Cafe,  have  been  feen  to  deviate ; 
5twas  but  a  fling,  as,  fometimes,  good  Phy- 
ficians  have  been  known  to  do,  in  fatally  in¬ 
dulging  or  neglefling  themfelves,  contrary, 
not  only  to  all  Rules,  but  to  the  Evidence  of 
Experience,  and  full  Perfwafion  of  their  own 
Minds, 

C  2,  But, 
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But,  fay  fome,  It  is  lawful  and  reafonable 
for  .every.  P  erf  on  to  do  what  He  will  with  his 
own .  This  is  only  true  in  a  limited  Senie; 
and  in  Reference  to  all  others  befides  the  fu- 
preme  temporal  Power.  The  fupreme  Pow¬ 
er^  if  Neceffity  fo  require,  may  feize  the 
Goods  of  any  private  Perfon,  to  the  Ufe  of 
the  Public  ;  making  him,  if  poffible,  a  fuflffi 
cient  Compenfation  for  the  lame.  Nor  was 

this  equitable  Part  omitted  by  his  M . y> 

altho’  in  a  very  extraordinary  Cafe  of  great 
Neceffity,  under  a  critical  Juncture  of  the 


mod  difficult  Circumiiances,  a  Rebellion ,  and 
a  foreign  Jdrar,  The  Bounty  promiled  by  his 

M - y  for  killing  the  Diftempered,  wa3, 

in  the  general  at  lea  ft,  a  Market  Price  for 
them.  By  which  is  meant,  that  (except 
fome  rare  Inftances  comparatively)  Half  the 
Value,  fo  far  as  forty  Shillings,  was  as  much 
if  not  more  than  any  rivate  Perfon  in  hi 
Senfes,  would  have  given  ffir  the  fame,  as  looi 
as  ieized;  to  abide  the  Chance  of  their  living 

or  dying  :  For  his  M- - y,  it  is  to  be  con- 

fidered,  cielired  not  to  be  the  Purchafer  of 
the  Sound ,  but  only  of  the  Di  [tempered  Cat - 
tie:  And  Purely,  at  a  Market  Price,  or  any 

Thing

Thing  near  it,  in  a  Cafe  of  fuch  extreme  Ne~ 
ceffity;  and  with  a  View  fo  highly  beneficial 
to  the  Community,  tis  not  unreafonable  to 
demand  the  Property  of  Individuals,  altho* 
again  ft  their  Wills. 

Inftead  of  this,  it  is  conceived  by  many, 
that  if  the  driving  of  all  lean  Cattle  was  dis¬ 
continued  for  a  fufjicient  Length  of  c£imey 
the  Diftemper  might  fo  far  fpend  itfelf,  as  to 
ceafe  entirely  j  which  they  judge  to  be  a  bet¬ 
ter  Expedient,  than  that  feemingly  harfh  and 
unnatural  one,  of  killing  the  Diftempered; 
efpecially,  confidering  that  the  People  are  fo 
generally  averfe  to  it, 

\ 

One  Objeftion  to  which  is,  that  fuch  an  In¬ 
terruption  of  Commerce  for  lean  Cattle,  as 
this  muft  occafion,  would  be  a  Lois,  nearly 
equal  to  the  Diftemper  itfelf.  The  Experi¬ 
ment  was  made  for  near  twelve  Months,  in 
the  Year  1747,  which,  tho’  it  wTas  not  long 
enough  by  a  great  Deal,  for  the  Purpofe  of 
putting  an  End  to  the  Diftemper  (that  con¬ 
tinued,  but  not  in  fo  rapid  a  Manner  as  be¬ 
fore,  to  fpread  like  a  Canker,  i.  e.  from  the 
tieareft  Sick  to  the  next  Sound^)— — Yet  was  it 

too 
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too  long  for  the  People,  who  on  all  Hands 
grew  extremely  impatient  under  that  Re- 
firaint,  and  even  fhook  it  off,  in  many  Places, 
before  an  Order  for  the  Purpofe  took  Place: 
And  when  it  did,  the  Limitations,  under 
which  it  was  granted  to  buy  and  fell,  were 
very  little  regarded,  or  rather  not  at  all,  by 

vafl:  Numbers. 

«* 

The  Confequence,  as  foretold  by  fome,  is 
now  readily  acknowledged  by  all.  The  Dil- 
temper  has  been  introduced  anew  into  many 
Parts  of  the  Kingdom ;  and  for  this,  One 
blames  Fairs  and  Markets ;  while  Another 
imputes  it  equally,  if  not  chiefly,  to  jobbers 
of  lean  Cattle:  And,  no  Doubt,  both  have 
contributed  to  the  fp reading  of  the  Diftem- 
per.  And  tho5  all  driving  of  lean  Cattle 
might,  without  the  utmoft  Inconvenience,  be 
difallowed  for  a  fhort  Space,  yet,  upon  the 
Approach  of  another  Spring,  there  will  na¬ 
turally  be  a  Return  of  the  fame  Wants  and 
Defires,  as  were  feen  the  laft,  for  buying  and 
driving  of  lean  Cattle  ;  and  this  will  naturally 
be  attended  with  the  fame  Confequences  a- 
gain,  of  communicating  the  Diftemper,  from 

fome- 
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iome  Part  of  the  Kingdom,  wh£re  it  ffiail 
then  be,  to  fome  other,  where  it  had  either 
ceafed,  or  had  not  yet  been. 

So  that  without  killing  univ  erf  ally  y  the 
Diftempered,  upon  the  firft  Appearance  of 
the  Symptoms ;  tho5  there  may  be  an  Ebbing, 
and  a  Flowing  of  the  Malady  ;  a  Viciffitude 
thereof,  as  of  Seafons  j  yet,  except  by  a  Mi¬ 
racle,  there  cannot  be  expetted  an  End  of  it. 
And  if  Perfons  fhall  be  fuffered  to  indulge  the 
Humour  of  tampering  and  nurling  in  this 
Cafe  ;  be  the  Symtoms  never  fo  favourable, 
at  Times*  and  the  Numbers  affe&ed,  never 
fo  inconfiderable,  yet,  fo  long  as  there  IfxMlI 
be  any  Parts  of  the  Kingdom  un wafted  by 
this  Calamity  :  Or  wherever  the  Lofles  alrea¬ 
dy  fuftained  by  it,  fhall  have  been  in  any  De¬ 
gree  repaired  by  a  frelh  Breed,  or  by  the  In- 
troduftion  of  frefh  Cattle,  there,  will  be  a 
conftant  Danger  #  of  the  Return  of  this  Dif- 

temper,

*  This  Danger  we  have  feen  to  be  attended  with  a  double 
Inconvenience,  or  rather  great  Lofs.  Firft,  on  Account  th'erof 
the  Feeders  buy  very  fparingly  in  Companion  of  what  they 
would  do,  if  there  was  no  fuch  Danger.  Confe^Oendy,  the 
Breeders  have  a  much  lefs  Vent  for  their  Cattle  than  ufual.  So 
that  between  the  one  and  the  other  (it  may  with  great  Truth  be 
sflertedj  ahnoft  ALL  the  Lands  in  England,  have,  for  the  two 

1  ears- 
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temper,  in  all  its  Malignity ;  feeing  that 
from  a  fmall  Spark  may  be  railed  a  confum- 
ing  Fire  ;  and  that,  as  in  the  Small-pox , 
with  the  humane  Species :  So  a  Number  of 
Cattle  may  derive  this  Contagion  mortally, 
from  a  Angle  one,  that,  being  affe&ed  more 
flightly,  fhall  recover.

Whereas,  take  the  other  Courfe  {of  killing- 
&c  )  preferibed  by  his  M~ . y.  Let  ev¬ 

ery  Beajl  that  is  under  any  the  leaft  [ujpicious 
Symptoms ,  be  deemed  to  have  the  Dijhmper , 
and  accordingly  killed  ;  and  let  every  Beajl 
found  dead ,  be  adjudged  to  have  died  of  it , 
and  be  buried  in  like  Manner .  And  in  that 
Cafe,  tho’  Fairs  and  Markets  might  proper¬ 
ly  enough  be  fuppreffed  for  a  longer  Seafon, 

Tears  laft  pad  efpecially,  been  worfe  to  the  Occupier  on  this 
'Score,  by  at  leail  20  per  Cent,  upon  an  Average  ;  over  and 
above  the  Hill  greater  Lots  fuftained  by  the  Mortality  itfelf; 
which  has  been  to  particular  Perfons ,  equal  to  one,  two ,  or 
three  Years  Rent ,  in  a  vejy  fliort  Space  of  Time. 

Secondlv,  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  in  what  Part  of  the  Kinor- 
dom  foever  this  Danger  is  mold  Inftant ;  there,  the  Cattle,  thro’ 
Fear,  aie  either  hurried  away  to  London  or  elfe  flaughtered 
at  home,  young,  or  half  fed  ;  the  Wage  whereby  committed, 
is  too  great  to  be  computed  ;  and  is  an  Agravation,  beyond  all 
Mealhre,  of  the  Folly,  and  even  Stupidity  of  the  People,  in 
their  obltinate  Difobedience  to  his  M-  — ■ —  "  ■  y’s  Orders. 

ani 
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and  all  driving  of  lean  Cattle,  till  tile  Month 
of  April?  yet,  from  that  Time*  the  latter! 
might  well  be  allowed,  under  due  Limitati- 
ons ;  provided ,  it  could  once  be  admitted  uni-4 
verfally*  as  a  Matter  of  both  Duty  and  In¬ 
ter  eft*  to  conform  to  the  Meafures  above* 
mentioned.  Nor  under  that  Circumftance^ 
would  there  be  any  confiderable  Danger  ex¬ 
traordinary  from  Jobbers  of  Cattle,  who  are 
Perfons  more  neceffary  in  their  Way,  than  is 
commonly  apprehended,  at  this  Time  efpeci- 
ally.  For  as  the  Breeding  and  Feeding  Lands 
of  this  Kingdom,  lye,  many  of  them,  at 
very  great  Distances  from  each  other ;  which 
Diftance  has  been  rendered  ftill  greater,  by 
the  Southern  and  Middle  Parts  of  England 

having  been  molt  wafted  by  this  Calamity - 

— - So,  fhould  the  Jobbing  of  lean  Cattle 

be  fupprefled  entirely,  the  Feeders ,  who,  ma¬ 
ny  of  them,  want  but  fmall  Numbers,  at  once > 
could  not  furnifh  themfelves,  but,  either  at 
an  intolerable  Expence,  with  great  Inconve¬ 
nience  j  or,  at  the  Coft  of  the  Breeders . 

And  here  it  ought  to  be  obferved,  that, 
Tho’  the  Diftemper  has  been,  without  all 
Qiieftion,  very  fenflbly  introduced  into  feve- 

D  ral 
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ral  Places  and  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  and  a- 

mong  others,  by  Perfons  call’d  Jobbers , . 

Yet,  the  greater  Mifchief  has  always  been, 
from  not  killing  the  Di(lempcredy  as  foon  as  per¬ 
ceived.  The  which,  if  it  was  done,  there 
could  follow  no  particular  Injury  from  thefe, 
more  than  other  Purchafers  of  lean  Cattle.  In 
fhort,  the  Infection  may  be  conveyed  from 
one  Place  to  another,  by  feveral  Ways,  while 
there  is  but  this  one  Method  that  can  be  looked 
upon  as  effectual  for  preventing  its  fpread- 
Ing  and  taking  deep  Root,  where  that  does 
happen. 

This,  it’s  faid,  is  utterly  impracticable : 
The  People  are  fo  generally  averfe  to  it,  that 
there  is  no  Poffibility  of  perfwading  them, 
tho’  it  be  plainly  for  their  own  Good,  and  the 
Good  of  their  Neighbours,  and  indeed,  of 
their  Country  in  general.  And  truly,  if  no 
Body  makes  the  Attempt,  or  takes  the  lead 
Pains  about  it,  the  Cafe  muff  needs  be  fo. 

The  People,  undoubtedly,  have  very  ir¬ 
regular  Notions  concerning  this  Diftemper ; 
nor  are  they  lefs  perverfe  in  their  Wills.  A 
Prayer  has  been  wifely  appointed,  on  Account 

of

of  this  Calamity  :  And  it  lias  been  foolifhly 
imagined  by  feveral,  that  it  was  intended 
thereby  to  fuperfede  fo  much  at  leaft  of 
his  M~— — y’s  Lift  Order,  as  that  Part  of  it 
which  required  killing  &c.  the  Diftempered . 
Others  call  ont  for  a  folemn  Fafl-Day ,  to  de¬ 
precate  this  heavy  judgment,  for  our  Sms; 
without  fo  much  as  thinking  of  (the  End  of 
fuch  Appointment)  Reformation  :  Or  that.  As 
this  Calamity  may  well  be  imputed  to  our 
Tranfgreffions-— So,  out  general  Infatuation , 
in  difputing  the  juft  and  wife  Ordinances  of 
State  in  Refpeft  thereof,  may  with  no  leis 
Propriety,  he  conftrued  a further  Judgment  of 
God  upon  us :  Alfo,  that  (beftdes  our  Sin  ot 
Difobedience  in  this  Particular)  the  Frauds, 
Prevarications,  and  real.  Perjuries  committed 
on  the  Occafion,  have  not  a  little  increafed 
the  Meafure  of  our  Guilt .  Cod  grant)  that 
we  may  become  wifer  and  better  ! 

As  to  the  known  A  vernon  of  the  People  to 

that  Part  efpecially  of  his  M . y’s  Orders, 

which  has  already  been  fo  often  mentioned ; 
tho’  it  be  the  heft,  the  only  Excule  indeed, 
that  can  be  made  for  the  Conduft  of  the  J--ft 

ot  the  P . ce,  in  many  Places— ®-~-y 
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mu  ft  it  be  remembered,  that  it  was  by  Means 
of  their  Connivance  and  Indolence,  along  with 

others,  C — m . rs  of  the  L — d  T— x,  &c. 

that  this  Calamity  fp reading  fo  far,  involved 
fuch  Numbers  :  And,  that,  to  their  ill-judged 
Tendernefs  (to  fay  the  belt  for  them)  ’twas 
owing,  that  the  two  principal  Parts  of  his 

M . y’s  laft  Order  were  received,  as  if 

they  had  been  wholly  new.  Whereas,  it  was 
equally  a  Part  of  the  firft,  and  every  fubfe- 
quent  one,  for  the  diltempered  Cattle  to  be 
billed  &c.  immediately ,  under  the  Penalty  of 
10  L  for  each  Default.  Nor  did  any  of  the 
Orders  give  a  Premium  for  burying  in  the 
Hides,  &c.  except  only  in  the  Cafe  of  thofe 
that  happened ,  not  fuch  as  were  juffered  to 

die.  Yet  did  the  M — g . tes  and  People 

fpurn  alike  at  the  laft  Order;  and  why?  Be- 
caufe — . . . 

And  what  is  now  to  be  done  in  this  Cafe  ? 
Surely  fomething  !  ’Twere  but  Juftice  to  vin¬ 
dicate  the  C — f—  Is  of  his  M- . y ;  and  it  is 

no  lefs  Charity ,  to  endeavour  the  Good  of  the 
People,  altho’  by  Means  to  which  they  are 
mofi  averle.  But,  fo  long  as  they  are  altoge¬ 
ther 
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ther  fo,  it  will  perhaps  be  laid,  It  is  in  vain 
to  attempt  it.  And  this  is  too  much  the  Cafe 
at  prefent. 

Whence  it  follows,  that  unlefs  fome  better 
Expedient  than  this  (of  hilling  )  offered 

by  his  M . ~~~J>  iS  f°und  out  5  and  which 

it  is  much  to  be  feared,  cannot  be;  either 
fome  Courfe  muft  be  taken  for  conciliating 
the  Minds  of  the  People  to  the  Wifdom  of 

their  P—nce ,  and  his  C - f- — 1 — rs,  in 

this  Affair ;  or  elfe,  not  only  the  Landholders 
and  Landowners,  but  the  whole  Nation,  muft 
in  the  End  be  egregious  Sufferers,  beyond 
what  has  been  hitherto  felt,  or  can  well  be 
conceived  of  the  Time  to  come. 

The  Methods  therefore  hitherto  taken,  ha¬ 
ving  fo  far  failed ;  it  feems  neceffary  that  fome 
different  Application  be  made,  both  to  the 
Under  {landings,  and  to  the  Wills  of  the 
People. 

And  here  it  is  to  be  noted,  that,  odd  as  it 
may  feem,  and  unaccountable  as  that  is  ;  his 

M . y’s  laft  Order  of  C - 1  particularly, 

has  not  been  received  generally,  like  (what  it

was)  an  AH  of  State *  founded  upon  the  higheft 

Authority*  that  of  P - 1;  and*  inEffe.dl:** 

again  confirmed  by  the  fame  Authority.— But 
it  has*  on  the  contrary*  b  een  treated  by  fe- 
veral*  as  if  it  had  contained  but  the  ill  digeft- 
ed  Sentiments  of  a  few  incompetent  Judges* 
without  fufficient  Powers. 

Yet*  with  all  this*  what  have  been  the  Ob¬ 
jections  commonly  made  to  it*  and  the  forego¬ 
ing  Orders?  Why*  fay  fome*  there  fhould  have 
been  taken  the  Advice  of  Grafiers *  and  Gentle¬ 
men  converfant  in  Country  Affairs .  That  might 
be  proper  in  fome  Regards*  and  probably  was 
done.  But  were  thefe  likely  to  be  better  Judg¬ 
es*  as  to  the  main  Point  objected  to*  than  the 
Fhyfcians  and  Surgeons  who  actually  were  con¬ 
futed  ?  Or*  could  any  Phyficians  have  preferr¬ 
ed  better  for  this  immedicabile  Vulnus *  than  the 
Enfe  refeindendum?  To  which  it  is  no  Anfwerj 
that  the  Diftemper  is  not  always  mortal :  Since* 
in  this  Cafe*  the  Contagion  is  to  be  looked 
upon*  as  the  immedicabile ;  not  the  particular 
Animal  happening  to  be  afflifted*  which  does

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fometimes  recover*  altho5  a  greats  if  not  the 
far  greater  Part  do  certainly  die  of  it.

*  Ic  is  not  intended  to  include  under  this  Reflection,  what 
lias  been  publiflied  in  the  Gent,  and  Lond.  Magazines ,  for  the 
Month  of  Oftober,  1 748,  concerning  fome  fuppofed.  fuccefsful 
Attempsfor  flopping  this  Diftemper,  by  the  ufe  of  jf  e fu ids 
Bark  ;  fince  that  is  but  a  Hiftory  of  certain  FaCts.  Never- 
thelefs,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  from  known,  frequent 
Occurrences  in  this  Diftemper,  th&fe  Facts,  as  there  ftated,  are 
not  fuflicient  in  themfelves,  to  induce  a  Belief  that  the  Bark 
will  be  found  an  effeftual  Remedy  in  this  Cafe,  either  by  Way 
of  Cure ,  or  Prevention.-* *— ——But  as  the  Intimations  above- 
mention’d,  will,  no  Doubt,  be  followed  by  many  Experiments 
of  the  fame  kind.-———  So  it  is  very  much  to  be  wiflied  that 
thofe  who  (hall  be  inclin’d  to  communicate  any  Account  thereof, 
would  be  careful  not  to  be  impofed  upon  by  partial  Reprefenta- 
tions.  For,  if  on  account  of  imaginary  Preventions ,  and 
chance  Recoveries ,  the  Bark  is  to  be  refpeCled,  as  an  Antidote, 
and  a  Remedy  ;  the  fame  may  be  faid  for  Par-Water ,  and  ma¬ 
ny  other  Medicines,  which  have  only  ferved,  as  it  is  not  impofiE 
ble  th  is  may  do,  to  delude  the  People  into  a  Perfeverance  im 
wrong  Meafures. 

And  the  Caution  here  given,  is  thought  to  be  the  more  need- 
fa  ty,  by  Reafon  that  th e  Faffs  mentioned  in  the  two  Magazines , 
had  happened,  the  lateft  of  them,  at  leaft  a  Month  before  the 
1 8th  of  Ocloher  (fee  the  Date  of  Mr.  Blackjfone’s  Advertife- 
ment,  Gent.  Mag.  p,  455)  and  fome  of  them  fix  Weeks  :  And 
considering  in  what  Part  of  the  Kingdom  ;  it  was,  that  this 
Bark  was  given,  with  fo  much  imagined  Succefs.  viz.  near 
London ,  where  the  Diftemper  has  been  faid  to  have  raged  very 
much,  about  that  Time  :  It  is  ftrange  if  the  Rumour  of  that 
Succefs  did  not  encourage  Numbers  to  make  the  Tryal;  and 
(if  with  the  fame  good  EffeCt)  that  the  Public  fhould  not  have 
received  the  Tidings  thereof  by  fome  Canal  or  another.  For 
Things  of  that  Nature  are  notufually  kept  Secret. 


If 
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not  by  Way  of  Prevention  (which  is  proper 
enough)  but  by  Way  of  Cure ;  which  is  pre- 
pofterous,  and  audacious ;  confidering,  that, 
not  to  kill  &c.  immediately,  the  Diftemper- 
ed,  is  illegal  and  fenal. 

But,  the  Law ,  in  this  particular  Cafe,  hav- 
ing,  by  the  Means  already  mentioned,  be¬ 
come  a  dead  Letter ,  a  Thing  of  no  Effect :  It 
were  to  be  wifhed,  that,  as  an  Alterative ,  it 

might  be  made  a  Queftion  in  both  H . es 

of  P - 1,  whether  or  no,  the  killing 

&c.  immediately  the  DifitmpereA ,  is  a  Mea- 
fure,  fofar  to  be  approved  of,  as  that  it  is 

If  therefore  any  Thing  further  is  to  be  imparted  to  the  Pub¬ 
lic,  on  rhis  Head  ;  ’tis  fit  it  Ihould  be,  not  only  the  Truth ,  but 
the  7 vhole  Truth,  well  atteiled  :  The  Afndavid,  iuppofe,  of  a 
credible  Perfon,  orPerfons,  of  many ,  and  of  ALL  the  Experi¬ 
ments,  that  to  their  Knowledge  and  beft  Information,  have  been 
made  with  the  Bark  in  this  Cafe,  and  the  Succefs.of  each.  For, 
unlefs,  upon  repeated  Trial,  it  lhall  be  found  to  anfwer  in  this 
Di/lemfer  of  the  Cattle ,  as  certainly  aud  conftantly,  as  in  that 
of  an  intermitting  Fever  in  the  human  Body,  it  cannot  be  ac¬ 
counted  of  as  a  fit  Succedaneum  to  that  more  promifing  Expedi¬ 
ent,  of  killing  O^c.  For  this  Diftemper,  it  is  always  to  be  re¬ 
membered,  is  Contagious :  A  Reafon  why  the  Public  is  l'o  much 
intereiled  about  it ;  and  why  the  Government  has  interpofed 
therein,  fo  far  as  it  has  done  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  do  yet 
more.  Becaufe  tho’ private  Perfons  may,  generally  fpeaking, 
make  free  with  their  own  ;  yet,  as  the  Law  will  not  fometimes 

permit  a  Man  to  impair  his  awn  Fortune. - So,  much  lefs 

will  the  Reafon  of  that  Law  fuffer  him  to  ufe  his  natural  Liber¬ 
ty,  to  the  Hurt  of  his  Neighbours,  and  the  Community.

the  She  qua  mn ,  in  that  Cafe.  Should  which 
Qucftion,  (as  moft  probably  it  would)  be  re¬ 
folded  in  the  Affirmative  :  As  Opinions  are 
catching — -So,  the  Body  of  the  People,  it  is 
to  be  hoped,  would  thenceforth  acquiefce  in 
that  Judgement,  and  conform  themfelvcs  ac¬ 
cordingly,  Efpecially,  if,  for  their  greater 
Encouragement,  the  Bounty  for  Cattle  killed ,

be  that  more  or  lefs .  And,  if  to  check  Effici¬ 
ently  the  moft  refra&ory,  the  Penalty  of  Non- 

Compliance  were  made  4*  Fifty,  inflead  of  Ten 

Pounds : 

•  If  one  Half  of  the  Value,  be  it  more  or  lefs,  were  the 
Bounty  allowed  for  killing ,  It  is  humbly  conceived,  that 

it  might  have  thefe  good  Effe&s ;  i,  Perfons  pofTefied  of  Cat¬ 
tle  of  the  bell  Value,  having  thereby  a  ilronger  Inducement  than 
at  prefent,  would  probably  be  not  only  willing  but  glad  to  com¬ 
ply  with  his  M . -■■-y,s  Orders.  2,  Such  Perfons  being 

for  the  moil  Part,  of  greatefl  Confequence  in  their  refpeftive 
Neighbourhoods,  Others  would  be  both  more  ready  to  follow 
their  Examples ;  and,  in  Cafe  of  Refufal,  more  ealily  compelled 
to  it.  3,  Under  this  Encouragement  to  kill,  the  Oc¬ 
cupiers  of  feeding  Lands  would  more  willingly  venture  their 
tvloney,  in  purchaling  lean  Cattle  from  th t  Breeders  i  and  be 
lefs  inclined,  upon  a  Profpeft  of  Danger,  to  hurry  away  to 
London ,  or  Slaughter  at  Home  their  Oxen,  &V,  Half-fed ;  by 
which  Means,  the  drcadlul  Wafte  hitherto  committed,  would 
be  prevented  for  the  future ;  and  the  Profit,  from  all  Lands , 
perceived,  to  a  Degree,  beyond  what  has  lately  been;  and, 
without  this,  or  fome  equivalent  Meafure,  probably  can  be. 
For  Years  to  come. 

•j'  ’Twere  equally  fit  the  Penalty  fhould  be  increafed,  as  the

And  becaufe  the  Power  of  Example  is  great  y 
to  make  the  Matter  more  fure  (For  confider- 
ing  the  Nature  of  the  Cafe,  with  all  the  Cir- 
cumftances  attending  it,  no  Precautions  are 
too  much)  It  is  very  de  Arable,  that  the  fudges 
of  AJJize  j  the  Lords  Lieutenants ,  and  all  o- 
thers  of  Authority,  and  Credit,  fhould  in 
their  refpeftive  Stations,  ufe  their  beft Endea¬ 
vours  to  ftrengthen  the  Hands  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  induce  a  ready,  uniform  Obedience 
to  its  Rules,  towards  accomplifhing  the  great 
Work  of  delivering  their  Country  ftom  this 
f weeping  Peftilencey  which  has  already  de¬ 
prived  numberlefs  poor  Families  of  their 
dayly  Suftenance  ;  and  which  threatens  a  yet 
more  general  D  iff  refs,  through  III  Payment  of 
Rents ,  and  a  Failure  in  thofe  common  Necef- 

faries  of  Life,  Beef  Vealy  Milk ,  Buttery 
Cheefcy  T allow  y  Leathery  &c. 

Man  fhould  be  under  the  Temptation  ot  refolving  lo  rifle 
a  Profecution  for  fo  fmajl  a.
